AMERICA WELCOMES NEW GESTURE 


London, July 7, 

An important declaration of 
Britain’s disarmament policy was 
made by the Acting Premier, Mr. 
Baldwin, in the House of Commons 
to-day: He prefaced specific pro- 
progals by pointing ‘out that the 
Ballwin, devended on a general 
comed the Hoover declaration, be- 
cause it called for a really sub- 
stantial measure of disarmament 
and sought to apply the two 
principles of qualitative and 
quantitative limitation. 

Suecess at Geneva, 
agreement, and — the 
proposals avere put forward 
as i contribution to, oan 
ngreed yreneral programme, The 
British proposals should also be 
reparded as a contribution to 4 
renerul agreement. Britain fur- 
ther agreed with President Hoover 
that the three problems — of 
military, naval and air disarma- 
ment were interconnected. 


NEW OFFER. 


Britain, Jike the United States, 
found her strongest arm in the 
Navy, and although naval contri- 
butions to disarmament on the 
largest scale had alrendy been 
made in advance of the present 
conference, the British Govern- 
ment now offered a further con- 
tribution as part of a world settle- 
ment. 

Dealing with land didarmament, 
Mr. Baldwin -said the British 
Government found | themselves 
very Jargely in accord with Preaid- 
ent Hoover's proposala. British 
troops In Britain, her Colonies and 
India had been reduced as com- 
pared with the year before the war 
trom 269,000 to 207,000, this being 
effected by the dislandment of 
many’ units.

advocuted the abolition of tanks 
over twenty tons, which type were 
espeeinily udaptable for offensive 
employment, ‘Lighter tanks how-- - 
vver, ccpld not be regarded as 
offensive weapons and constituted 
an essential compensation for 
lack of numbers in 2 smdl 
voluntarily-enlisted Army. . 

As far as Britain was con- 
cerned, any general prohibition 
would require an inerense in terms 
of man-power and would thus 
defeat its own ends aa a measure 
of disarmament, 


Britain had on Jand already 
put into practice a measure cf 
disarmament which more than 
conformed to the standardn pro- 

~ posed by Mr. Hoover. 


Coming to the naval proposals, 
Mr; Baldwin said it was essential 
that the proposals intended to be 
adopted by general agreement 
should make due provision for 
varyings circumstances. Having 
regard to the widely  seattered 
responsibilities of the British 
Navy, it was not practicable for 
Hyitain to cut down the number 
of unity beyond a certain point. 
Ocvasions might arise calling for 
the presence of ‘ships simul- 
taneously in parts of the world 
far removed from one another. 


BIG REDUCTIONS MADE. 


It was essential to bear in mind 
the very large reduction in the 
number of ships of all categories 
which: had already becn effected.
